DRAFT DECISION WAS INTRODUCED BY MALAYSIA ON BEHALF 
SOME DOZEN GC MEMBERS, SUPPORTED BY 24 DELS, AND ADOPTED 
UNANIMOUSLY. 

BY CONSENSUS, GC APPROVED DRAFT DECISION ON PROGRAM 
RESOURCES AND COSTS OUTLOOK FOR 1977-81. FOLLOWING ITS 
APPROVAL, CUBAN AND BRAZILIAN DELS STATED THEY HAD GONE 
ALONG WITH IT TO PERMIT CONSENSUS BUT INTERPRETED "DYNAMIC 
GROWTH" TO MEAN "REAL GROWTH." CUBAN GAVE LONG LECTURE 
ON BENEFITS SOME (UNSPECIFIED) COUNTRIES OBTAIN FROM INFLATION. 

WHEN ADMINISTRATOR S PROGRESS REPORT ON PROJECT APPROVALS 
AND EXPENDITURES IN RELATION TO INDICATIVE PLANNING 
FIGURES WAS DISCUSSED, MEMBERS EXPRESSED CONCERN OVER 
LAGS IN PROJECT IMPLEMENTATION AND LARGE EQUIPMENT 
COMPONENTS OF SOME PROJECTS. USDEL ASKED FOR SPECIAL 
ATTENTION TO EXPEDITING PROJECT IMPLEMENTATION IN BOTH LEAST 
DEVELOPED AND MOST SERIOUSLY AFFECTED COUNTRIES. 

GLOBAL PROJECTS ON "INTERNATIONAL RICE TESTING PROGRAM" 

AND "AFRICAN COOPERATIVE PROGRAM FOR IMPROVEMENT SORGHUMS 
AND MILLETS" WERE APPROVED. MOST DELS SUPPORTED PROJECTS, 

BUT USSR, POLAND, HUNGARY EXPRESSED OPPOSITION TO UNDP 
ASSISTANCE TO REGIMES IN SOUTH VIETNAM, SOUTH KOREA 
AND CHILE, AND CHINA OPPOSED AID TO SVN AND ROK. 

GC EXPRESSED ON-GOING CONCERN ABOUT DROUGHT SITUATION IN 

AFRICA IN TERMS DISASTER-RELIEF ASPECTS PLUS LONG-TERM 

CONSIDERATION. UNDP AFRICA BUREAU CHIEF DOO KINGUE 

POINTED TO CLIMATIC CHANGE WITH WORST YEARS NOT YET 

OVER, AND STATED CONTINUING ACTION BY WORLD COMMUNITY ESSENTIAL 

FOR RELIEF, ON ONE HAND, AND FOR LONGER TERM EFFORTS IN MAJOR 

AREAS OF WATER MANAGEMENT, BASIC INFRASTRUCTURE NETWORKS, 

AND INTEGRATED RURAL DEVELOPMENT. CONCLUSIONS IN UNDP 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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REPORT WERE GENERALLY SUPPORTED, WITH PRINCIPAL RESERVATION 
BEING ON ESTABLISHMENT OF SAHEL RESEARCH INSTITUTE
